to the method to be pursued at the forthcoming City elect- 
ion, as between" the Reno Incorporation Act, and the-City 
Council's proclamation qualification as to those-who are 
entitled to vote upon that occasion.

/ 1he''on!y reference to the matter of suffrage .that we 


can find in the State constitution, is in Section 1, Artlclg II 
which is as-follows: 
"Every male citizen of the United 


States, not laboring urider the' disabilities named in this 
constitution of the age'of twenty-one years .and upwards, 
who shall actually and not constructively, have'lived in .the 
State'six months;' arid In'the district or county thirty days 
next proceeding any election shall be entitled to vote for, 
all officers that now are, or hereafter'maybe elected by the 
•people, and upon all. questions submitted to the electors at 
such.election." Of course this may be reasonably interpret- 
ed as appiylng..to special municipal e]ectiQns-as:weH:as':to 
State or general elections, as .there.is nothing' to b'e found 
elsewhere in the constitution providing for a different qiia'l-~ 
iftcation In special or municipal elections, so we cannot 
conceive, any reason why the Supreme court could declare 
an election void under the qualifications prescribed by the 
proclamation, issued by the City Council of Reno. We re- 
member, furthermore, that many yea'rs ago a law wa,s en-1 


acted by the Nevada legislature disqualifying all members 
of the Mormon Church from the right of suffrage in the 
State. This Act was declared unconstitutional by the Su- 
preme court and If our recollection serves us correctly;.the. 
court' incidentially^declared that, the legislature had no 
power to make any change in the qualifications of voters1 


from those named in the fundamental law. Under these 
conditions we believe that the qualifications will hold good, 
and is the safest course to pursue. For this non-profes- 
sional opinion we make no charge except a couple'of "bin- 
gles," which we confidently expect Mayor Turrittin will be' 
decent and generous enough to donate the writer for. his 
labor in th field of the law, which was made at his special 
instance and request.
